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REMARKS 

In the Notification of Non-Compliant Appeal Brief, dated May 9, 2007, the Examiner 
indicates that the Appeal Brief, filed March 28, 2007, does not contain a concise explanation of 
the subject matter defined in each of the independent claims involved in the appeal, specifically 
the summary of independent claim 12. 

In response, Appellant requests that the following summary of independent claim 12 be 
inserted under the header "V. SUMMARY OF CLAIMED SUBJECT MATTER " after the 
summary of independent claim 8 and before the summary of independent claim 16: 

Independent claim 12 recites a fraud prevention method for use in a transaction-card- 
based system having a conventional authentication process. The method includes determining, 
by utilizing said conventional authentication process, if a fraudulent transaction is being 
attempted in said transaction-card-based system by a user using a transaction card (e.g., pg. 26, 
lines 9-15); if so, biometrically interrogating said user to obtain a biometric sample from said 
user (e.g., Fig. 2, block 210, pg. 11, lines 14-19); and upon obtaining said biometric sample, 
denying access to said user for said transaction in said transaction-card-based system if said 
biometric sample does not match an entry stored in a biometric profile database inherently 
associated with said transaction card's owner, wherein the biometric profile database includes a 
plurality of biometric samples previously received from the user (e.g., Fig. 2, blocks 212 and 
216, pg. 11, lines 19 to pg. 12, line 6).
